Our Chinese Friends 


That may seem a strange caption, in view 
of the fact that the hordes of Chinese Com- 
munists in Korea may soon be killing our 
Canadian soldiers on the bloody Pusan front. 

But not all Chinese, by any means are 
Communist, and those lead by Chiang Kai- 
Shek, leader of China when she was our ally 
against Japan, are just as much opposed to 
Communism as any of us. Any feeling of an- 
tagonism against Chinese businessmen in Al- 
berta would be unfair and unjust, just for 
that reason. 

The Chinese embassy in Washington 
states that the great majority of Chinese in 
their homeland are anti-communist. There 
are persistent rumors of conditions close to 
civil war in the southern part of China. It 
is even being gossipped that two Chinese 
Communist generals are ready to come over 
to Chiang’s side with their armies, if some- 
body will put up enough money. 

Communists all over the world have 
been doing their best to upset the democratic 
system of government and whenever they 
can, cause bloody revolution to secure their 
evil designs. 

Why not turn the tables on them? Let’s 
use our money and brains to bring about 
counter-revolution in China now before the 
people are wholly indoctrinated with Com- 
munist philosophy. Red China looks like an 
excellent field to stage some experiments 
along these lines, and Kai-Shek’s island fort- 
ress of Formosa would be a good place to 
cook up ingredients for the experiment. 


False Prophets of Doom 


Tuesday night of last week passed, and 
the world did not come to an end. I! that was 
no surprise to the average Christian, it must 
have been a terrible shock to the 21 mis- 
led souls cooped up in a two-room shack in 
an interior B.C, town. 

Christianity is sadly divided a thousand 
ways, because every reader of the Bible has 
the privilege of interpreting for himself what 
is written therein. But when Christ said: ‘No 
man knoweth the day nor the hour when the 
Son of Man cometh” the meaning was plain. 

It is entirely scriptural to look for a day 
when Christ will come again, and this world, 
as we know it now, will come to an end. It 
is blasphemy for anyone to predict that day 
and hour. Numerous self-styled prophets of 
the past have “foretold” doomsday, but the 
world has continued on its course despite 
these false prophets of doom. 


A False War 


Some months ago we heard it suggested 
that war with Russia, if and when such a 
holocaust occurs, would start as a battle be- 
tween ideologies or as a defensive fight to 
prevent the world from being gobbled up by 
Moscow. After that, it could develop rapidly 
into a struggle between believers in God and 
the godless, 

Communism is as much a religion as 
Christianity, but one of the big differences 
between the two is that Communists are 
fanatical in the propagation of their doctrine. 
Religion was to Marx the “opiate of the 
masses” but the men who have translated his 
teachings into action have fed the masses 
with a much more powerful and, unfortu- 
nately, debilitating drug — worship of the 
State. 

But would destruction of the Red Army 
destroy the philosophy, or religion, of Com- 
munism? 

The answer is ‘no’. Mere destruction of the 
Red Army would be a false war. The only 
way to destroy Communism is for those of us 
who profess to be Christians to propagandize 
our own belief in Christian democracy and 
put into practice the principles to which we 
pay lip service when we attend church. 
Failure to do so will result in victory for 
Communism by default, Red Army or no 
Red Army :

An odd situation is in the making in Jasper 
Place village, with the Police Chief on suspension 
because of alleged indescretions unbecoming an up- 
holder of law and order.

Police Chief Kenny said at the time he would 
leave for the coast for a well-earned holiday, and 
in a way it’s too bad he didn’t 
go. Instead he has remained in 
town and by what I read in the 
‘papers is trying to stir up pub- 
lic opinion in his favour. 

Now, I disagree entirely with 
this. Mr. Kenny is not an elected 
| official. He is employed by the 
‘council, who are representatives 
se , of the people, to do a certain job. 
Blectioneering is not part of a 
Police Chief’s job. Besides it 
shouldn’t matter to the Attorney 
} General what anybody thinks 
the investigator’s report is all that is needed to 
settle the question. 

Appeals to the public in a matter of this kind 
are out of place and definetly not in good taste. 

AUTOCRATIC BUREAUCRATS 

In South Edmonton, Town Planner Woel Dant’s 
action in declaring a lighted sign ‘“Jcsus Saves” in 
front of the Bethel Baptist Church illegal is meet- 
ing with a storm of protest. Under the guise of 
town planning, five-year planning or any otner 
kind of planning, there is no place in our democrat- 
ic system of government for any bureaucrat to dic- 
tate to any church what they shall have or shall 
not have in their doctrines and principles. The 
Baptist Church has had the traditional role in 
history of being unorthodox and “non-conformist” 
in practise and doctrine, and Edmonton Baptists 
don’t appear willing at this time to forsake that role. 

It’s a long time since Government has sought 
to interfere with religious doctrine. If Mr. Dant 
can force the Baptists to take down their “Jesus 
Saves” sign, can he not then cook up a law pre- 
scribing the height of a church steeple, the size of 
the cross atop the Catholic Church, or the number 
of stained glass windows he'll permit in an Anglican 
Church ? 

Ve can get along with without Noel Dant. We 
cannot sacrifice our principles of religious freedom 
to a narrow autocratic civic department. 


IS THIS CHURCH POLICY? 


In a recent CBC forum on the essential role of 
the Church today, the opinion was expressed that 
the Christian Church should lend its support to 
the co-operative movement because the co-op- 
eratives are non-profit organizations, working to 
bring more of the good things of this world to the 
people. 

This would be a new role for the Christian 
Church. Heretofore, in its broadest aspects, the 
Church has concerned itself with the welfare (prin- 
cipally the spiritual welfare) of all mankind; and 
in its narrower aspects with the welfare of those 
who hold certain religious beliefs. 

But here is a proposal to have it take sides 
among competitors in competitive business. 

If all co-operatives were wholly good, and all 
their competitors were wholly bad, there might be 
some reason in the proposal.

But co-operatives are composed of human beings 
with human frailties and shortcomings, and these 
weaknesses are reflected in the organizations them- 
selves. There are many excellent co-operatives in 
the country; but, like everyone else they are ex- 
posed to temptations, and it is possible for them 
to degenerate into would-be-monopolies, tax- 
dodgers, and seekers after special privileges, as 
some of them have been known to do. 

On the other hand, the great bulk of humanity's 
needs have always been supplied by men who invest 
their own money and their time and talent in 
whatever business they think they can succeed in. 
They work hard serving the public and accept as 
reward whatever gain or loss their efforts 
make the business yield.

These people do render a necessary service to 
their fellow men. They have to meet competition 
from all comers; and if they find themselves un- 
able to compete they disappear from the scene and 
others step into their places. Their value to the 
community is indicated by the extent to which the 
public patronize them. 

If we could look into the hearts of all men we 
would probably find that the good and bad exist in 
about the same proportion among the co.operatives 
as among their competitors. We would also find 
that the public can be depended on to take its 
business to whatever agencies best serve its needs, 
every man being free to deal where he will 

If the Church should undertake to alter this 
arrangement by throwing in its lot with either the 
co-operatives or their competitors, it is to be 
feared that in doing so it would cease to be the 
guide and servant of humanity and become the 
instrument of a single class,

Municipalities Provide Key 
To Alberta Civil Defence 


Alberta’s municipalities will provide the key to the prov- 
ince’s Civil Defence programs, according to Premier E. C. 


Manning. 

A widespread scheme to pre- 
pare Albertans to meet any emer- 
gency, in either war or peace, is 
being promoted by the provincial 
government, in co-operation with 
cities, towns and municipal 
tricts. 

Civil Defence plans are moving 
into high gear in view of the grow- 


dis- 


ing international crisis. Yet offi- ' 


cials stress the fact they’re not 
trying to ‘scare anybody,’ but are 
merely being prepared for any 
eventuality. 

The value of the Civil De- 
fence organization in  peace- 
time emergencies is also being 
stressed. 

Alberta appears to be leading 
the nation in formation of a Civil 

Defence organization. While most 
work is still confined to the plan-

Alberta points will be classified 
in three categories —. target, 
cushion, and reception areas. 

The target areas will probably 
include Edmonton, Calgary, Medi- 
cine Hat and Lethbridge, along 
with perhaps Redwater, Leduc or 
Turner Valley. 

Cushion areas’ will comprise 
communities immediately 
surrounding the target areas. Ed- 
monton’s cushion areas will be St. 
Albert, Morinville, Fort Saskat- 
chewan, Stony Plain and Devon. 

The reception areas are farther 
out. Around they 
would include such communities 
as Legal, Clyde, Gibbons, Rad- 
way, Tofield, Millet and Edson. 

Cities themselves will be broken 
into community units, with com- 
munity halls or schools to be used 
as Civil Defence headquarters. 

Defence experts declare that 
only about three per cent of the 
population will actually be re- 
quired in the Civil Defence organ- 
ization. 

All citizens, however, will re- 
ceive defence education through 
varied means. 

School children’ will receive 
training in the schools, and adults 
will receive Civil Defence educa- 
tion through various organiza- 
tions such as community leagues, 
and through the press, radio, 
booklets, and other mediums. 

Knowledge of the kind of at- 
tacks to be expected is the best 
means of defence against them,
